” in theſame places . The which thing the no- 
el Prince Theodofſius perceaueng, commanded 
them lo to be put down,that they thold no more 
be reſtored againe. After this manaer did Iehu, 
becauſe the Idolles ſhold nor be reſtored againe.

And turrher, 
w hatſocuer the Popiſhe Princes,and vnchriſtian 
courres do in theſe matters , and chaunges , they 
do hitfor the pleaſure & fauor of the ſupreame 

ouectnors. Alſo whatſocucrthold diuines do in 
theſe matters, they do hit to gratific the Courr, 
and the inferior Princes. Atthe laſt , wharſocuer 
the younger diuines do,cither to ſer forth or not 
to hindre this miſchieft of indifterent marters, 
they do hut for the pleaſure of there 01d Maſters.” 
W herfore from the firſt ro the laſt, they ſerue all 
Antechriſt,and the Diuell, and committ whore- 
dome with the oreate whore , and drinck of her 
cup,as hit 1s prophicied in th'apocalips (not wit- 
owta canfe)ofchelih times. 

We nedenot to care for that which ſome do

orno,and that of the greateſt,and moſt openly 
knowen ennemies of Chriſt(that 15 of the Pope 
and both of learned and lay Papiſtes) it 15 nor 
law full by any meanes to receaue them , neither 
ar they thinges indifferent, burthe wicked com- 
maundement of Antechriſt and Antiochus, 

Oure indifterentiaries that ar of ſtowter ſto- 
maches , would not belo nice,aud of a {traighrt 
conſcicnce,that they darc not defie the gold of 
the golden calt burtthat they wold defies ſome 
far part of hit to be giuen vntothem. 

Thoſe things that haue ben offered in Idol 
ſcruice,or Crucd Idolatry,they ar Idolatrous, & 
can not ſcrue God,and he wold that ſuch ſhold 
be caſt awaye. 

The braſen ſerp2at was ordeined of G O D, 
and that by Moſes the feruant of GOD , and his 
greate Prophet , bur after hit ſerued Idolatry, ir 
was no more God his ferpent,or Moſes ſerpent, 
bur the ſerpent of 1dolaters,and the Diuelles (cr- 
pent,and Ezcchaas 1s praiſed (who brak hut) for 
that deede.

the maintenaunce of Chriſtes Kingdom againſt 
open cnemyes,and countertair goſpelers corru- 
pryng the ſimplicitie of chryſtian religion , beli- 
des his vprightnes of Iyfc,godlye converſation 
and other qualeties mete for ſuch a perfonage: 
cauſerh much lamentation for the lacke of him, 
In the Church of Chriſt through out chritten- 
dom , at theſe dayes: And wyll procure aconti- 
nuall remembraunce of him wyth honor am6og- 
eſt the godlye vnto the worldes ende.

maine in the Church, are the pure doctrine of 
the Propheres, & Apoſte!es, whych for the (uſte- 
naunce of the ſoule are to bediligerly proponed 
tothe ſhepe of-Chriſt by rhe Miniſters of God, 
where vnto are adioyned the ſacramentes of ba- 
priſme and the Lordes ſupper miniſtred accor- 
dyng tothe Apoſtolik order,ſet torth in the wri- 
tinges of the Euangeliſtes and Apoltles ro the 
which may very fyche be annexed Eccleliaſticall 
diſcipline.

how can A godlic and Chriſtian hart, louc the 
marke of the blaſphemus popith prieſthode? 
Where with Chriſtes prilthood 18 fo greats 
he contaminate and detiled. he rtherfore that ha« 
teeth Anrtcchriſt priſthod mult hate alſo all the 
notes and markes therof, Againc hethat loucth 


partes thereof can not hate the whole. 


Moreouar yt we knowe that the Popes prieſt. 
hood, with all the notes and lignes therot be 
Antechriſtes pricſthod,and eucrie worke of An- 
techriſt be Satans worke,we mult not promote 
and helpe it forward,but ouerthrow & deltro 
it,if ſo be wee wylbe workers togerher er 
Chriſt, who came to deſtroy the workes of the 
Duucll,as the ſcriptures beare record.

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And let vs not thynke that it is law fell for 
anyc man to inſtitute, reduce or kepe in vſe by 
his auQoriie theſe garmenres,for all power 1s

agaynſt the trurh,bur forthe truth. And edefiyng

The truth 1s it for the whych Apoſtolike men

Furthermore Paule ſimplic admittith no- 
thinginto th@Church burthar which may cde- 
fe, (that is to ſay)encreaſe godlines peculiar gar- 
menres in the miniſterie edifne not, therfore are 
they not to be borne.thoſe thinges that miniſter 
a certaine countertair, or Fantaſticall occaſion to 
godlines,do not by and by edefie:burt they muſt 
nedes gue Chriſtians a neccflaric prouocation 
vnto godlines. But garmentes contrarie wyle 
partlie encreaſe hautines,and pride in them, that 
vc them:partlie hypocriſie : partlye both twain: 
Andto nuniſter occalion to hypocritie, it 1s ve- 
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rye readic for them,yea it muſt nedes be. For yf 
that vertew be in thee, which thow 1magineſt to 
be ſignified by the apparell , way by ſhewing of 
ir doecſt thou take the reward of men?bur yt it be 
not,a:t not thow a plainc Hypocrite? beinge in» 
deed an other maner of man then thow preten» 
deft ro bee ? And thow canſte not eſcape by lay- 
er.o theſe priuat garmentes ſignifi no vertew 1n 
vs, but 2dmonith vs as it were of our dutic and 
office. what then I pray yow admoniſhed the 
Apoſtles ot their dutic and office? attire or the 
ipuirot the Lord? the louc of the Church and 
Chniſtzdoe they then forget their durie, as often 
as they purthele garmentes of ? why rather mc- 
ditatc ” Ay not inthe word of the Lord day and 
night,and thcrby mend their wayes, tor that it 
pearceth the ground of the hart? when apparell, 
can moue cnelye the ow tward ma. What thing 
dothe Chriſt rhree ſeucrall times require of Pe- 
ter,to be admoniſhed of his office, in teading his 
ſheeppetiuarly nothyng burloue. | 
Againe1t 15to be teared,leſt it bredean opi- 
nion of me1ite,or ſome {uch other tollye,thar the 
dignitc of the Miniſter or Sacramentes,or prea- 
chinge the word is diminiſhed, vnleſle theſe vn- 
profitable,and pernictous garmetes be vled. this 
fcarc of mans mc11tc alone ſhould moue vs that 
veſtimenres ought to be ſhutt out of the Temple 
with other ceremonies deuiſed by men. Ir 1s vn- 
godly to giue ſuch occaſion of oftence,or falling 


tothe weake for whom Chriſt dycd. How eaſic 


a matter it 15to put confidence in theſe rhynges, 
expcricce hath taught vs ſo,that he that wayerh 
theſc thinges,and hath no conſideration therof, 

may 


may ſeme not to be free from the ſuſpicion of 
vngodlines,ncither can they excuſe them ſelues, 
that itis known to all mcn,that there lyerh no 
g00d,nor hurt,in the garnientes,for though we 
| graunt this,this knowledge was in theſe dayes, 
whe they were firſt broughtin of the Byſhops: 
wearc borne,not for our {elues onelye,bur wee 
ſerue the Chirch,and ourpolteritie alſo:to who 
to leaue Chriſtes religion verie pure,can not bur 
bc verie acceptable ynro god. No more whan he 
dyeth , wyllynglie leauith his children a Teſta- 
ment or wyll, vnleſſe it be throughlic perteR, 
| thatalloccation of ſtriue maye be cut of. why 
| thew wenorlyke diligence,and fidelitie in gods 
| Teſtament? 

I know that ſome men bragg that the holie 
miniſterie 15 adorned and bewtyficd bye garmeE- 
res,bur 1t 15 indede much obſcured and darckned 
therbye.For the apparell afteting and occupiEg 
mennes etes,do ſtay and hyader theyr myndes 
from the conſideration of ſuch ſpirituall chyn- 
ges as are don inthe ſacramertes,and drawe thE 
ro delyghtes and pleaſures of the Senſes. Hol 
ſimplicirye commenderh and ſetteth forth gods 
ordenaunces, Examples make of our ſide , both 
of Chniſt,and the Apoltles,and alſo the primiti- 
ue Church: which, it 15 more ſate, more holye, 
and more protitable-to follow, thento alter and 
chaunge,or byedoing otherwiſe to condempne 
chriſt. Here farther add I that which Paule hath 
noted of mennes do@trines,that outwardly,they 
haue a ſpice and ſhew of wyſdome through ſu- 
perſticion,and hnmblenes of the mind, and hur- 


tinge of che bodie,and not by any honor thereof Colls.ze 
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tothe ſariſheng or filling of the feſhe. Atthe 
length tyranmee is brought in, and the garment 
15 put vppon men,w1ll + nill they. And this ty- 
Tanme fuerly makith that if a thinoe be of 1s 

 ownnature free and indiffer6t, it nowe ccaſeth 
to be indifferent . Paulle in Aat and plainc wore 
des torbiddeth Chriſtians ro ſubmit them (clues 
ro (uche ſuperſtit:ous ryrannie. If therefore ye be 
dead trom the ordenaunces of the wo lde &c. 
and againe become not the ſeruantcs of men. 1s 
It not a verie hard bondage, and mere auerye, 
to be dmucn to a certaine kind of garment inthe 
C |: urchy that ſauoreth ether yenrilitye,or heath- 

 miſhnes or Araons prieſthodse, or cls Antechrit 
ſ{tiani[me and poperie that is ſo many wayes hur- - 
full and no way prohtable? 

But w hat maketh vs.to delyght ſo ro defyle 
our ſelues with popiſh filthines ? ?whic acue we 
not that honor to Ieſas Chriſts pricſthode? 

which poptſh Pieſtes giue ro Antechriftes pies 
hode: There 15nothing (o ſmall or lght by þym 
relcribed , alrhough it diflent or varie from 
Chriſt, which his obſerne not verye {uper{tt- 
tiouſly and preciſely to the vitermoſt. Whye do 
not we agayne lykewiſe jn all thynges obey 
C hriſt,comenting ” our (clues with his naked and 
{1mple rue? 

To conclude.ſcing that Paule iudyerh it mere 
to abſtaine £16 all few and aperaunce of cull; 
and we haue ſhewed that to preſcribe garmen« 
tes in the adminiſtracion of holye thynges 1S iN 
dede eui'l:for that it is a deuyſle of men, "they be 
partes or members ot the Aaronicall or popyth 


pricſthode thcy cdifhc nothing at allghey brede 
hau- 
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wyll not judge them mete to be elchewed and 
ſhounnid? | 


There are obiefted ſomme thinges of the fautors and 


patrons of theſe garmentes, yvhich it shall ſef fice breiflie 


and in fey vvordes to note and teuch,for that they ower- 
throvve not our rea ſones before Alleadged. 


7 N indifferent thynges we muſt haue regard Firff obief8 


to the weakenes of our bretherne , afccr the 
example of the Apoſtles. 


A man may deny thole thinges to be indiffe.. Avun/were 


rent, which obſcure Chriſtes'priſthode, and of 
them ſelues engedre,ſtire vp,and caul-: nothinge 
els but hipocritic,ſectes,and pride,in the Chirch, 
baving no 01iginall or ground in the ſcriptures 
and yet are commaunded wich tyrannie vnſe- 
melie for Chriſtiancs. The Apoltles are neuar 
readde to hauc done luch thynges as thele are, 
that we falſclyc pretend not, or vainelye cloke 
our (clues with the godlyc indultrie of the Apo- 
{tles to plant the Church of Chriſt, Againe ſeing 
that they them ſelues rhinke mete ro haue ret- 
pectro & weak herin, whye graunt they not 
free vie hereof to the ſtronge and thole that are 


ſtayed ? And when ſhall the weake more better 


learnethar thoſe thinges are vaine, foolyth and. 


hurrfull: then when they ſee them abrogared? 
How can the ſimple and ignoraunt thinke other 
wiſe with them (clues, then that ſome godlines 
coliſtith inrrhoſe thinges that yer remaine,when 


they ſee ſo manye other thynges whych were 


hautines and pride, hipocritic , and opinion of 
meritor deſcruynge, what chriſtian is he thac 
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zetbion, 


vicd in times paſt done awaye : wherefore
